LD LINES’ Dover to Dieppe serv¬ 
ice has been scrapped after failing 
to attract enough business. 

The decision was made just four months 
after the service was launched by the Port of 
Dover’s newest ferry operator. 

Nick Stevens, spokesperson for LD Lines, 
said although bosses at the company were dis¬ 
appointed, the demand for a Dieppe route was 
not there. 

“The decision has been taken entirely for 
commercial reasons, in that the service has 
quite simply not generated enough traffic to 
justify continuing, particularly for freight, that 
the company hoped it would,” he said. 

The Cote d’Albatre ferry took four hours 15 
minutes to make the crossing to Dieppe and 
made one return trip every night. 

At the launch of the Dieppe route in 
February, LD Lines’ managing director 
Christophe Santoni said: “Freight and tourist 
customers will be saving 250km drive time by 
using this service and the route will create an 
innovative travel choice for customers whose 
onward destinations are the west and south 
west of France and Spain.” 

But the ferry crossed to Dieppe for the last 
time on Friday and will now be used solely for 
the Dover to Boulogne service twice a day 
alongside the fast-ferry Norman Arrow which 
provides four return crossings a day. 

Meanwhile, LD Lines’ boss Christophe 
Santoni has threatened to take legal action 
against French union members after they

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Wheelie bins 'the way 
to beat seagull mess'

SEAGULLS are being blamed for 
helping make Dover’s streets look 
like a rubbish dump - but wheelie 
bins could be the answer. 

Discarded crisp packets, empty drinks car¬ 
tons and food packaging across many of the 
town’s roads has seen internet users voicing 
their upset and demanding better refuse serv¬ 
ices. 

Others have stressed the need to put bin bags 
out as late as possible on collection day to try 
and stop seagulls rummaging in people’s waste. 

One forum member said it is only a matter of 
time before a child picks up rubbish discarded 
by the birds. 

A spokesperson at Dover District Council 
agreed that seagulls are continuing to cause 
problems in the district, especially when bags 
are put out too early 

She said “It does make the council’s job slight¬ 
ly more difficult, although this is not the main 
cause of street litter. 

“It does increase the amount of work involved 
and so has some effect on costs and manpower.” 

Dover council is asking people to leave put¬ 
ting out their rubbish until as late as possible 
on collection day and to consider other contain¬ 
ers. 

The possibility of seagull-proof bags has not 
been looked into, but leader of the council Paul 
Watkins wrote on the Doverforum that the 
refuse contract was currently being looked at. 

“Methods of collection are being reviewed 


he added. 

But residents have blasted the way the waste 
service is managed. 

Mathew Connor, who lives near the town cen¬ 
tre, said: “When rubbish is collected sometimes 
bits are dropped on the floor attracting seagulls 
and foxes. “It’s all very well telling people to 
take their bins out later but in some areas the 
rubbish is collected very early so people tend to 


put them out before they go to bed. 

“Every home needs a wheelie bin, or at least 
in places where there is more of a problem.” 

The wishes of Dover residents differ from 
those of people living in Swale who have called 
for the return of the black sack after ongoing 
struggles with wheelie bins. Last week, 
Yourswale reported that residents find dealing 
with the plastic bins on collection day a “mili¬ 
tary operation”. 


Councillor's fears 
for young jobless 

ONE of the district’s newly-elected coun¬ 
ty councillors has spoken of her worries 
about the high number of unemployed 
young people in the area. 

Julie Rook, pic¬ 
tured, who won 
her seat in last 
month’s elections, 
said a report pub¬ 
lished by the 
Department for 
Children, Schools 
and Family has 
shown a sharp 
rise in 16- to 24- 
years-olds who 
are not in employ¬ 
ment, education 
or training, 
known as NEET. 

This follows the release of government 
figures two weeks ago showing the 
unemployment figure for the Dover dis¬ 
trict has risen to 2,328. 

The number of residents claiming job¬ 
seekers allowance this time last year was 
1,319 - 1,009 fewer people. 

Cllr Rook, conservative KCC member 
for Deal and cabinet member on Dover 
District Council, said about one million 
young people across the UK are strug¬ 
gling to find work and are being let down 
by the government. 

“Having teenage children myself, I am 
especially worried about what the future 
holds and the government needs to get a 
grip with this and act quickly before a 
whole generation of young people are lost 
to us,” she said. 

As an incentive for Dover employers, 
Jobcentre Plus is offering a recruitment 
and training subsidy if they take people 
on who have been looking for work for six 
months or more. 

The subsidy is worth £1,000 and com¬ 
panies can also access up to £1,500 worth 
of in-house training.

tried to disrupt crossings of the 
Norman Arrow for a second time, 
last week. 

More than 100 protestors from 
the Confederation Francois 
Democratique du Travail (CFDT) 
demonstrated outside the Port of 
Boulogne claiming the new ferry 
firm had caused the downfall of 
SeaFrance. 

They focused their attack on the 
new high-speed ferry which sails 
under the British Flag. 

But the disruptions, which came 
just a week after the first protests, 
failed to have an effect on crossings 
as French police formed a cordon 
enabling passengers to disembark. 

Managing director of LD Lines 
Christophe Santoni has now 
launched a scathing attack on 
demonstrators stating that their 
behaviour was “disgraceful” and 
“misguided.” 

He said: “The latest behaviour of 
the CFDT union is totally irre¬ 
sponsible by claiming the British 
Flag to be a ‘Flag of Convenience.’ 

Mr Santoni said: “We are a com¬ 
pany that believes in free and 
unrestricted competition and I find 
the attitude of this union utterly 
disgraceful and totally misguided.”

Trickle-flow adds to 

pressure on cheats

WATER customers who refuse to 
pay their bills could see their sup¬ 
plies reduced to a trickle under 
new measures being discussed. 

Folkestone and Dover Water Services 
(FDWS) has already indicated it would wel¬ 
come the new enforcement powers “under the 
right circumstances and as a last resort” to stop 
abuse of the system. 

This would see those who can pay but won’t 
do so having to wait hours to fill their baths, 
endure dripping showers or spend ages top¬ 
ping up the kettle. 

Under laws introduced in 1997, it is illegal 
for companies to simply cut off water supply to 
homes, which has been blamed for encouraging 
some customers to avoid paying. 

This leaves water firms with millions of 
pounds of unpaid bills and the typical house¬ 
hold facing an extra £11 a year on average. 

A FDWS spokesman said: “Under the right 
circumstances and as a last resort, we would 
support the use of trickle-flow meters for those 
few customers with the means to pay who will

not pay bills. It would be important to ensure 
the customer has the means to pay before this 
action was taken and a trickle-flow meter 
would only be installed after all other demands 
for payment had failed and after repeated 
attempts to contact the customer had produced 
no results.” 


The company is already undertaking a mas¬ 
sive metering programme which will eventual¬ 
ly see all properties in the district using a ‘pay- 
as-you-go’ system, after it was the first in the 
country to be granted water scarcity status in 
January 2007. 

It also coincides with a complete rebranding 
for the 150-year-old supplier, which is changing 
its name to Veolia Water with effect from today 
(Wednesday). 

It has been part of the Veolia Water UK 
group of companies for over two decades and 
managing director David Walton said this 
would not lead to it losing its local roots. 

He said: “It’s all very straightforward and we 
will ensure that the changes will be made at a 
zero cost to customers. 

‘Veolia is the global leader in environmental 
services and as part of that group we can 
access considerable expertise, which is invalu¬ 
able in planning a long term secure high qual¬ 
ity water supply for our area. 

‘We believe that by combining our local 
knowledge with global expertise we can deliv¬ 
er an outstanding level of service.” 

The draft Flood and Water Management Bill, 
which contains the trickle-flow proposal, is out 
for consultation until July 24. To comment on 
the bill, go to www.defi-a.gov.uk. 


but drainage cost 'will finish off scout troops' 


SCOUT groups in the Dover district could be at 
risk of closure if new drainage charges imposed 
by water companies are introduced, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

Recent guidelines set out by water watchdog 
Ofwat could mean scout troops, churches and 
sports clubs which own or rent clubhouses face 
bills of up to £600 a year from 2010. 

For many this will be the final nail in the cof¬ 
fin as they struggle to cover costs, with scout 
groups forced to charge higher membership 
fees. 

Currently, non-domestic properties are calcu¬ 
lated based on the rateable value of a property, 
meaning voluntary and community groups are 
often exempt from charges. 

But new guidance to water companies states 
bills can now be based on the site area, so extra 
money could be charged to cope with rainfall 
running from huts or car parks into drains. 

Christine Rackham, chairman of the commit¬ 


tee for the 1st Deal Scout Group, said this will 
inevitably lead to financial difficulties. 

“This is worrying because money is always a 
problem when you’re relying on people paying 
subs each week,” she said. 

‘We would have to put the fees up if the new 
charges come in.” 

Mrs Rackham, who has been part of the 1st 
Deal Scouts for nearly 30 years, said the move 
by water companies could see the demise of 
some of the district’s scout groups. ‘We would 
hopefully be able to continue, but I imagine it 
would have an effect on some troops,” she said. 

Cllr Julie Rook - a county councillor for Deal 
and a district council cabinet member - is also 
concerned. 

“Scouts find it hard enough to survive finan¬ 
cially without having another stealth tax 
thrust upon them,” she said. 

“If this goes ahead I’m sure Ofwat will start 
to roll this out to all community groups which 


rent or lease buildings, which will inevitably 
lead to closures.” 

A Southern Water official said the company 
would look at all the options before making a 
final decision 

“It’s clear that there may be some benefits 
from area-based charges, including better 
incentives for customers to modify their behav¬ 
iour by putting in place environmentally sus¬ 
tainable drainage solutions,” she said. 

“Against that we know that the switch can 
lead to changes in some customers’ bills, 
including those that may not be in a position to 
respond by altering their facilities. 

“Should we decide to make a switch, we will 
ensure we are mindful of the impacts on partic¬ 
ular customer groups and will take advantage 
of Ofwat’s commitment to allow phasing in of 
new charges over a number of years to protect 
customers from unexpectedly large increases 
in their bills.”

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Stone's obscene 'art' on auction site 


AN OBSCENE drawing by Chillenden 
murderer Michael Stone, pictured below, is 
being sold on eBay to raise cash to help the 
hammer killer. 

Dr Shaun Russell, whose wife and 
daughter were killed by Stone, has 
described the sale as “repellent”. 

The picture has been advertised on the 
auction site by campaigner Alexander 
Baron, who believes Stone is innocent. 

He runs a website which claims junkie 
Stone was was wrongly convicted of the 
1996 killing of Lin Russell, 45, and her 
daughter Megan, six. Her other daughter 
Josie, then nine, spent months fighting for 
life after the frenzied attack. 

Mr Baron maintains Stone is innocent 


and claims another hammer killer could be 
guilty of the Chillenden assaults. 

Dr Russell said: “My initial reaction to the 
cartoon and the reasons for selling it was 
that it is repellent and distasteful. ” 

Mr Baron, from Sydenham, wrote to our 
sister paper Kent on Sunday about the 
eBay offer. On the sale, posted on the US 
site, the details read: “In 1997, Michael 
Stone was fitted up for a notorious double 
homicide known as the Chillenden 
Murders. Supporters need to raise fifty 
grand for DNA tests and to investigate 
leads Kent Police refuse to follow up.” 

The sale is due to end on today. As we 
went to press, the obscene cartoon, which 
has no artistic merit, had received no bids. 



Rural guardian 
lashes council's 
housing plans 


PLANS for more housing across 
the Dover district have suffered 
another blow after the Campaign 
to Protect Rural England con¬ 
demned the strategy. 

The Kent and Dover branches of the organ¬ 
isation have attacked the proposals as “high 
risk, undeliverable and inappropriate”. 

The local development framework, which 
sets out Dover District Council’s housing 
plans for the next 20 years, could see more 
than 10,100 homes built by 2026 - with 
almost half of them in Whitfield. 

Brian Lloyd, a senior planner with the 
CPRE, has criticised the scheme, calling it 
“fundamentally wrong” for the council to 
embark on such a “damaging” strategy. 

Public consultation on the plans ended two 
months ago and the district council is now 
deciding on the final number of homes it says 
are needed in the district. 

But the CPRE has called for the strategy to 
be scrapped all together. 

Mr Lloyd said: “We have called on the coun¬ 
cil to abandon this damaging, high-growth 
strategy and adopt one that is in line with 
the South East plan and one that is focused 
on the regeneration of Dover town.” 

His comments follow the publication of the 
Government’s final regional spatial strategy 
which shows a planning and transport policy 
for each South East region for the next 15 to 
20 years. It sets out a figure for Dover of 
10,100 homes based on the district’s Growth 
Point status, a Government-led scheme

which offers support to communities which 
are pursuing large-scale, sustainable devel¬ 
opment. The council is seeking to allocate 
land for up to 14,000 homes and deliver a 
minimum of 10,100 by 2026. Mr Lloyd said: 
“The strategy will mean significant 
encroachment into the countryside and the 
use of green field land.” 

Charlie Elphicke, Tory parliamentary can¬ 
didate for Dover and Deal, is concerned 
about the South East plan, stating there is a 
lack of infrastructure to handle such growth. 

“This plan threatens Whitfield and overde¬ 
velopment in Sholden. Too many houses are 
being proposed by the Government. 

“We should look to create jobs before hous¬ 
es. There seems little in the report on road 
upgrades. We really need to think about a 
link from the A256 to Sholden. That could 
improve access to Deal and help reduce acci¬ 
dents on the A258. We also need the A2 
dualled all the way down to the port.” 

A council spokesman said all views would 
be taken into account, but that it was too 
early to comment on representations made. 

“We welcome all feedback on the core strat¬ 
egy and the CPRE is entitled to make repre¬ 
sentations as part of this. 

“However, the council has to consider all 
comments before it makes a decision. 

“We have done so consistently in getting 
this far and the strategy was drawn up after 
one of the most comprehensive public consul¬ 
tation exercises ever undertaken.”

Visiting minister 
vows regeneration 
plans will go ahead 

DOVER’S regeneration is a high priority for 
the Government, according to the minister for 
the South East. 

Jonathan Shaw, who is also MP for Chatham 
and Aylesford, paid a visit to the town to hold a 
strategic summit with key stakeholders behind 
the development plans. 

Officials from the district council, Kent County 
Council, Dover Pride and Dover Harbour Board 
took part in a tour of the sites. 

Plans for the area include a multi-million 
pound expansion of the port, mass housing 
development, new supermarket, leisure facili¬ 
ties and retail park in the centre of town and 
the possibility of a cable car running from the 
docks to the Western Heights. 

High priority 

Mr Shaw told Yourdover: “This meeting is 
about ensuring that regeneration moves ahead 
as quickly as possible and that everyone is veiy 
much comfortable with what’s happening. 

“The high-speed rail link, which originally 
wasn’t coming to Dover but now is, is an impor¬ 
tant part of this. 

“The combination of this and the port is a 
very important step and is another reason for 
people to come in and invest. 

“This is about making sure that all those 
involved in the process work together. Dover is 
a high priority for the Government.” 

After a tour of the sites, Mr Shaw hosted a 
summit meeting where key issues were consid¬ 
ered, including skills, education, transporta¬ 
tion, delivery and implementation. 

His visit will come as welcome news to the 
community, which has been questioning when 
regeneration will start.

What is the best way to make your garden as friendly as 
iible for birds and animals? 

A I always tell people they can do a lot of good 
just by being a bit lazy If you leave some 
patches of grass to grow long or let piles of 
leaves collect, you’ll attract insects, which pro¬ 
vides food for birds and other wildlife. 

If you relish a spot of gardening, trees like 
birch and rowan, or shrubs like pyracantha or 
hawthorn are good. Even some non-native flow¬ 
ers work well - buddleias and sedum attract 
butterflies. Plant one and you’ll be able to meas¬ 
ure its success instantly - sit back and watch as 
the butterflies flock to your handiwork. 


Q 


And what are the most exotic? 


A Birds like swifts and house martins might 
not seem exotic but they’ve made incredible 
journeys from Africa to get here. Warblers will 


have done the same. They might not look much, 
but just listen to them sing - their song is one 
of my favourite sounds of summer. 

The willow warbler’s song is particularly 
beautiful, a descending harmony of notes that 
starts softly and ends with a fancy flourish. 

From the other end of the globe, look out for 
redwings and fieldfares from Scandinavia, 
especially if you’ve got bird-feeders. Both look a 
bit like song thrushes, in fact they’re related to 
them, but redwings have rusty-red flanks, and 
fieldfares have orangey-yellow breasts.

How can people spot rarer creatures such as badgers? 


Q What are the most common creatures that can be 
spotted in gardens in Kent? 

A lt can really depend on the garden itself - 
the more ‘wildlife-friendly’ features you’ve 
got, the more species you’re likely to see. Kent 
does pretty well for starlings and house spar¬ 
rows, although numbers are nothing like they 
used to be. Kent has also seen more great tits in 
recent years, and more greenfinches too. 

At this time of year, also look out for hedge¬ 
hogs feeding on worms as dusk falls and for 
butterflies like common blues and large whites.

Is climate change a factor for local wildlife? 


A I’ve been told off for using the analogy of 
canaries down the mine before - mainly 
because it’s a terrible pun - but that’s exactly 
what wildlife is, especially birds, when it comes 
to detecting the impact climate change is hav¬ 
ing on our world. 

Last year, an RSPB (Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds) and BTO (British Trust for 
Ornithology) study found that chaffinches are 
now laying eggs about a week earlier than they 
did in the mid-1960s, and that blue tits, robins 
and swallows are showing similar patterns. It 
might not seem much, but birds like blue tits 
only have one brood per year, and they actually 
time it to coincide with the emergence of cater¬ 
pillars. The last few years have seen a shortage 
of caterpillars at this crucial time because the 
chicks have arrived too early. 


A Contact Kent Wildlife Trust, who’ll put you 
in touch with some good badger-watching 
sites. If you have badgers using your garden, 
keep an eye out around dusk and into the 
evening, as this is when they’re most likely to 
forage for food. Badgers are very social crea¬ 
tures, so they’ll also use this time to play - a 
marvellous sight if you’re lucky enough to see it. 

If you reckon badgers are in the area, you can 
encourage them by putting food out - they love 
peanuts especially. While it’s not great to feed 
them loads of sugary things, they also have a 
remarkably sweet tooth, so putting out the odd 
bit of cake will be much appreciated. 


Q 


How did you get involved in wildlife conservation? 


A I grew up in the Cotswolds and spent end¬ 
less summers as a child peering under 
rocks, digging about in the dirt, and generally 
driving my mum potty with all the wonders I’d 
found. I remember finding a fossil once and 
sending it off to the Really Wild Show, hoping 
the show’s presenter Chris Packham would 
knock on my door. Now I’m working for the 
RSPB, Chris is our vice-president and I’ve been 
lucky enough to meet him.

Festival organis ers' Elm 
ticket spiashout 


NEARLY half of all tickets for 
Kent’s biggest music festival of the 
summer have been given away 
FREE with a flimsy celeb-backed 
raincoat worth just £10. 

Organisers behind the star-studded Hop 
Farm event in Paddock Wood next weekend 
stunned music fans earlier this week when 
the unbelievable offer of a pair of complimen¬ 
tary weekend passes, worth £250, was tacked 
onto sales of blue and grey designer 
‘Splashmacs’ on a budget fashion website. 

But they have denied claims the event was 
selling poorly - despite some fans who already 
snapped up tickets reacting furiously to news 
of the offer. 

The 20,000-capacity event takes place next 
weekend with a big-hitting line-up including 
the likes of Paul Weller, The Fratellis, Editors 
and Echo and the Bunnymen.. 

A remarkable 6,000 weekend tickets - which 
normally sell for £125 each - have been promised 
to buyers who paid for a colourful bad weather 
cover worth less than a tenth of the ticket’s value. 

The MandMDirect site was flooded with so 
many customers on Tuesday trying to get 
their hands on the Splashmac, it sold out and 
switched the ticket offer to a luminous towel, 
worth £9.77. 

A few hours later and 1,000 had gone, mean¬ 
ing another 2,000 people could snap-up Hop 
Farm passes. That’s a total of 8,000 tickets 
given away as part of the promotion - or 
£lmillion’s worth of potential sales. 

The website reported that the closing date to 
claim tickets was June 29. All those taking 
advantage of the offer had to do was pay £16 
for a camping permit. 

Hop Farm Festival chiefs who pride them¬ 
selves on their “no sponsors, no branding” 
approach have denied the extraordinary 
offer was merely a stunt to get rid of unwant¬ 
ed tickets.

They claim the giveaway was a stroke of 
generosity by festival boss and famous pro¬ 
moter Vince Power and a drive to raise money 
for a good cause - but didn’t prove the Hop 
Farm Festival was a flop which hard-up pun¬ 
ters didn’t want to attend. 

All funds raised from the sale of three thou¬ 
sand £9.99 Splashmacs and 1,000 towels will 
go to the Teenage Cancer Trust charity. 

Festival spokesman Ian Roberts said: “Vince 
Power is just an incredibly generous man. He 
has decided to give away tickets with every 
purchase of a Splashmac. 

Sold out 

“I don’t think anyone will have a problem 
giving money to a reputable and worthy cause. 
Certainly we live in difficult times and music 
festivals are in a difficult position. 

“But we are sure the Hop Farm Festival is 
an incredibly strong event with a fantastic 
line-up that people in Kent will really enjoy. A 
great weekend of top bands and entertain¬ 
ment is in store.” 

A customer service worked for the 
MandMDirect website admitted: “We’ve been 
inundated with calls about the Splashmac, it’s 
an unbelievable offer. Some people have 
bought two or three of them, meaning they 
could have six tickets for the Hop Farm.” 

Some fans who have paid for tickets are furi¬ 
ous. Emily Dorman, 23, from Maidstone, said she 
had struggled to raise the cash to buy a pair of 
tickets and couldn’t believe the Splashmac offer. 

She added: “I scrimped and saved to get 
these tickets and then I hear they’re being 
dished out with a raincoat. It’s not fair, to be 
honest. I just hope the festival is as good as 
they say it’s going to be.”

MandMDirect spokesman Ed Green told 
Kent on Saturday: “The Splashmacs have 
been designed and modelled by very famous 
people. We teamed up with the Hop Farm 
Festival to give people a brilliant chance to see 
some fantastic bands and raise money for 
charity at the same time. 

“The Splashmacs sold out very very quickly, 
the pick-up has been phenomenal. There were 
only 3,000 of them. But we have ordered more 
to be delivered. We temporarily switched the 
project to the towels and all 1,000 sold out.” 

Vince Power has stated he intends the Hop 
Farm Festival to be a long-term project and 
one which would put Kent “on the map”.

Privacy watchdog 
gives thumbs up to 
sports day photos 

PARENTS who take photographs of their 
children at sports days and school plays are 
acting completely within the law - a priva¬ 
cy watchdog has ruled. 

Local authorities, including Kent County 
Council, have been told that mums and 
dads are allowed to take shots for the fam¬ 
ily album - and that it’s no breach of the 
Data Protection Act. 

Relatives wanting to take pictures at 
public events have often been told that they 
are breaking the rules. 

But the Office of the Information 
Commissioner last week said this interpre¬ 
tation was simply wrong. 

It ruled that any snap taken for the family 
photograph album would normally be 
acceptable. This guidance can be used to 
challenge any bans enforced by councils as 
many schools stage their annual sports days. 

Guidance has been sent to education 
authorities across the country. It reads: 
“Fear of breaching the provisions of the Act 
should not be wrongly used to stop people 
taking photographs or videos which pro¬ 
vide many with much pleasure. 

“Where the act does apply, a common 
sense approach suggests that if the photog¬ 
rapher asks for permission to take a photo¬ 
graph, this will usually be enough to 
ensure compliance.”

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Egg-stremely good fun 
on the free-range farm 

RACHEL MCATHY finds out more about the happy lives of egg-laying chickens 



CAMPAIGNS for free-range egg pro¬ 
duction have swept across the nation, 
endorsed by celebrity chefs and sup¬ 
ported by some of the country's 
biggest stores. 

Now rearing your own chickens, for the 
freshest eggs around, has become one of the 
country's fastest growing hobbies, which is 
good news for one farmer. 

Doug Wanstall runs Bank Farm in Aldington, 
near Ashford, and it is from here that he pio¬ 
neered a local food distribution hub that now 
supplies Kent produce across the county and in 
London. 

But much of his success is down to the work 
of an army of 30,000 free-range chickens. 

With access to 100 acres of land, they live a 
carefree life - popping out around 178,500 
eggs a week. 

But it is the nation's love of our feathered 
friends that has boosted business the most. 

"People seem to be more emotionally 
attached to their chickens than anything else, 
which is nice for us," he said. "It is guite 
bizarre." 

Collecting the eggs follows an almost mili¬ 
tary procedure. The eggs are laid into nesting 
boxes and then roll down onto a conveyor belt 
before being examined, graded and boxed 


ready for sale. But the trickiest job is getting 
every bird back to the roost at night. 

"They get let out at 7am and we take it in 
turns to bring them in again at dusk," he said. 
"It's my turn at the moment to round them up, 
and it's not easy. It's often 10pm before the lit¬ 
tle darlings are ready to go to bed." 

Programmes by celebrity chefs such as Hugh 
Fearnley-Whittingstall, who spearheaded a 
free-range chicken campaign, helped boost 
interest in Mr Wanstall's business. It also led to 
the BBC using Mr Wanstall for its egg needs. 

Chickens that are free to roam get a much 
more varied and nutritious diet, whereas yolks 
from caged hens are often injected with artifi¬ 
cial colours to give them the glow only grass 
can naturally give. 

Despite more and more people rearing their 
own 'backyard' chickens, Mr Wanstall said busi¬ 
ness is good. 

In fact, to keep up with demand, he has 
started supplying people with the chickens and 
the know-how to 'lay their own'. 

"As long as they have a suitable amount of 
land, anyone can have chickens," he said. "There 
is nothing like getting eggs fresh every morn¬ 
ing, you can't beat it. 

"Although you have to be prepared for the 
chickens' fairly destructive nature when it 
comes to grass." 


Even the reject eggs do not go unused and 
are donated to Port Lympne Wild Animal Park, 
in return for hefty amounts of elephant dung 
for use as fertilizer. 

Mr Wanstall's great-grandfather bought the 
farm, which has passed down through the gen¬ 
erations, in 1918. 

His father still works on the farm, as well as 
his uncle - it is truly a family business. 

Since he took over, Mr Wanstall's dreams of 
getting local produce more readily available 
have become a reality. He now supplies 


hospitals, schools, hotels, food stores and 
restaurants in Kent and London. He also buys 
products from local farmers and sells them on 
to a range of customers interested in local food. 

Despite economic struggles earlier in the 
year, which ended his supplies to Asda stores in 
Kent, he still provides the supermarket with 
20,000 eggs a month.

Pupils then split into three groups for their 
afternoon activities.

Each post had the name of a tree or shrub 
next to it so the children could fill in activity 
forms about what they had seen on their 
trek. 

Group two took part in a guided walk from 
Capel to Samphire Hoe, where they learnt 
about the area and heard how ships and air¬ 
craft were detected from the cliffs in the

1920s and ’30s. The third group learnt about 
the creation of Samphire Hoe and looked at 
the birdlife and chalk art while learning 
about the geology of the area.

Speed workshop was slow 
to put the message across 


ITS not that often that I get the 
chance to spend a morning in a 
room with 18 other convicted crim¬ 
inals, but as a result of an incident 
with a London speed camera a few 
months back I found myself in 
Ealing attending a speed aware¬ 
ness workshop. 

Quite frankly, it was an outrage that I was 
there in the first place. I was clocked doing 
34mph in a 30 zone and as Ray, our cheerful 
lecturer for the day, told me: “You were 
unlucky that is the lowest speed you have to 
get to end up at one of these things.” 

As a first time marginal offender I was given 
two options. Pay the £60 fine and end up with 
three points or pay £95 for the chance to visit 
a London office block and listen to Ray for a 
couple of hours. The police would then consid¬ 
er the matter dealt with. 


1’ve always been pretty smug about having a 
clean licence; it has been one of the few things 
in life I could point to as a sign of my obvious 
merits as a fine upstanding citizen, so I 
plumped for the trip to Ealing. 

The first session was spent looking at a com¬ 
puter screen showing driving scenarios in 
which various hazards present themselves. 

The film was shot from the driver’s point of 
view. Whoever had taken out the motor that 
day was very lucky to have made it to work 
without killing the various cyclists, toddlers on 
scooters, mums, guide dogs and grannies all 
leaping off the kerb in front of them. 

After being assessed by the computer it con¬ 
cluded that I was average at pretty well every¬ 
thing when it came to driving. Although it did 
tell me I needed to lower my cruising speed. 

In the second session Ray discussed with the 
group how we should all be more aware of 
speed and the consequences of being fraction¬ 
ally over the limit in the event of an accident. 

I had been warned beforehand that I was 


likely to see graphic images of bodies tom 
apart in motoring accidents. Instead we all 
took part in a group discussion on why we 
sometimes go too fast. And this was my prob¬ 
lem. Let’s be honest, we were all there because 
we wanted to maintain our clean licence, not 
some desperate desire to leam about speed. 

The least the organisers of these things 
could have done is shaken us out of our com¬ 
placency. We deserve to be shocked and have a 
sleepless night because we have been con¬ 
fronted by the damage a car can do to a flimsy 
human body. I may have avoided getting the 
points, but avoiding the guilt if I ever killed 
someone because of my driving is a much 
harder dodge to pull off. 

The only people who are really benefitting 
from this exercise are the company contracted 
to carry out these workshops.

many forms of agriculture. 

Farmers and growers will be 
forced like never before to invest 
in means of capturing and using 
rainfall for use in long dry spells. 

The prediction of one in six 
homes becoming at risk of flood¬ 


ing is quite stunning. The Met 
Office says sea levels around the 
UK rose by about 1mm a year in 
the 20th century. The rate for the 
1990s and 2000s has been high¬ 
er. A report by the World 
Development Movement has 


already indicated the emissions 
of the 1990s and 2000s could 
lead to a five-metre sea level rise 
rather than the original predic¬ 
tion of one metre. 

Also, the Organisation for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development has indicated it 
expects the South East to be as 
dry as the Sahara by 2030 if 
emissions are not cut drastically. 

The implications for Kent are 
severe as our climate will move 
towards extremes: longer periods 
of heavy rainfall in winter; hotter 
and drier spells in summer. 

We face the prospect of regular 
winter flooding and summer 
droughts. Our natural environ¬ 
ment, built environment and 
agriculture will all suffer unless 
we cut greenhouse gas emissions.

THERE are few if any 
musicians who can claim 
their musical career gained 
a helping hand from the 
late, great Doors frontman 
Jim Morrison. 

But so it was for former child actor 
Paul Layton, whose encounter with 
the iconic American singer left quite 
an impression on him during his 
early 20s. 

“Jim interviewed me as the ‘new 
boy’ on his group’s record label, 

Elektra. He was over in England 
doing some gigs at the Roundhouse 
in London which were great. 

“I was a big fan of The Doors and he 
was a magnetic character, interview¬ 
ing me with a crate of beer by his 
side!” said Paul, whose brief stint as 
a solo artist was not destined to 
meaningfully trouble the charts. 

He could easily have returned to 
acting, having starred in a range of 
stage and screen projects including 
Judy Garland’s final movie, I Could 
Go On Singing, and Dixon of Dock 
Green (co-incidentally marrying the 
great-niece of its star Jack Warner). 

Yet his Jewish family was behind 
his chosen career path and Paul 
joined a revised line-up of the New 
Seekers, courtesy of Bee Gees pro¬ 
ducer Ossie Byrne, who had worked 
on one of his solo releases. 

“When I applied to join the group I 
couldn’t actually play bass, but like 
any actor I said that I could, so it was 
a case of me just asking people I 
knew to help me learn the tracks. 

“They hadn’t yet had any commer¬ 
cial success. I joined at the same time 
as Lyn Paul and we had some great 
times touring,” revealed the 
Hertfordshire-based musician. 

The group, who are on their 40th- 
anniversary tour, enjoyed a golden 
period in the early 70s, scoring 
several top-10 hits including Beg 



Steal and Borrow, with which they 
represented Britain at the Eurovision 
Song Contest, and their most famous 
song, I’d Like to Teach The World To 
Sing, revised from the ‘I’d like to Buy 
the World a Coke’ TV advert. 

It proved a huge No 1 hit and 
remains in the top-100-selling sin¬ 
gles in the UK. Its influence has lin¬ 
gered, with rockers Oasis borrowing 
its simple yet jaunty melody for their 
album track Shakermaker. 

They were reportedly forced to pay 
its writers $500,000, to which Noel 
Gallagher commented that “the band 
just drinks Pepsi now”. 

These days, 62-year-old Paul has 
far more time to spend with his fam¬ 
ily, including his singer-songwriter 
daughter Lucy. 

His other great passion is getting 
out on the golf course, which touring 
occasionally allows. But as the 
longest-serving member of the band, 
it’s never far from his thoughts. 


There been many changes in per¬ 
sonnel down the years (including a 
split in the mid-70s), but they have 
survived far longer than many acts 
could ever hope for. 

“Though our early days were great, 
there was a lot of pressure, so now we 
are just really enjoying ourselves for 
the 40th-anniversary tour. 

“There are no problems of egos 
within the band and we’re putting 
out a greatest-hits album on which 
we’ve recorded some new tracks 
along with some of the old material, 
which is something we’ve not done in 
a long time. 

“The audiences have been very 
good to us and we enjoy meeting 
them all with signings at the end of 
the show, which we’ll be doing down 
in Folkestone.”

Shia's transformed into 
Hollywood's hottest star

SHIA LaBeouf has gone from job¬ 
bing child actor to international 
superstar almost as quickly as a 
car can morph into a robot. 

He’s now one of the hottest young actors in 
Hollywood and is commanding the column 
inches to go with it. In the weeks leading up to 
the release of Transformers: Revenge Of The 
Fallen, the stories have been rife. 

“I’m living a meaningless life,” shouted one 
magazine headline. Another claimed, “I saw 
my parents have sex”, crediting his sense of 
humour to his parents’ hippy, carefree 
lifestyle. He’s been labelled an alcoholic and 
called “resentful” and “foul-mouthed”. 

Yet when I speak to him, sitting in a posh 
London hotel, the 23-year-old is keeping that 
side of him, if it exists, firmly hidden. In fact, 
his lips are almost as tightly buttoned as the 
shirt he’s wearing.

ITS hardly a new format, but I have 
to hand it to Alan Carr - his new 
Channel 4 chat show is a winner. 

It’s perfect end of weekend stuff, 
before you doze off to sleep with the 
Monday morning blues looming. 

Three shows in and all have been 
rather good so far. 

Interviews with Bruce Forsyth, 
Samuel L Jackson, Heather Graham 
and girl-kisser Katy Perry have all 
been a hoot and only the Ivana Trump 
chat has stalled, though that wasn’t 
the host’s fault. 

Her broken English didn’t quite 
gel with the wonky-toothed comic’s 
camp down-to-earth humour and 
made for uncomfortable viewing 
as she attempted to smile her way 
through the show before collecting her 
appearance fee. 

Carr has that self-depreciating per¬ 
sona that never really loses its appeal. 

Nor is he afraid to risk offending 
the guests he sits opposite, which is 
also a good thing and makes for a 
more exciting crop of interviews. 

For my money he is much funnier 
then Jonathan Ross, even if he is back 
on form post Manuelgate. 

Whereas Ross can come over as 
somewhat self-obsessed, perhaps not 
the best attribute for a talk show host, 
Carr seems genuinely interested in 
what his guests have to say and is a 
very funny bloke, which always helps. 

His stand-up show Tooth Fairy, still 
occasionally repeated on E4, is one 
of those stand-out moments that con¬ 
vince you there is more to someone’s 
talent than pratting about with hairy 
bloke Justin Lee Collins and ripping 
the latest crop of Big Brother hopefuls.

Ratings have been good and 
deservedly so. It would be great if this 
were given a slightly earlier time slot 
for more people to enjoy, but would 
likely suffer if that happened.

Discover the wild west in Utah

UTAH can be easily overlooked 
among the huge range of holiday 
destinations on offer in a country 
as vast as the United States. 

Mention Salt Lake City to any Brit, and it 
will conjure up images of Mormons, weak beer 
and the 2002 Winter Olympics. 

In fact, Utah has much more to offer than 
that, especially for holidaymakers wanting to 
escape the daily grind and shake off the cob¬ 
webs in a spectacular outdoor playground. 

The western state is perhaps best known for 
skiing and winter sports, but remains a quite 
breathtaking rocky wilderness when there is 
no snow on the ground. 

Yet even in the absence of snow, the area is a 
beautiful place to visit. In early October we 
were treated to the blazing reds and yellows of 
the autumn leaves - a perfect backdrop for 
pony trekking in the foothills nearby. 

It was a fun way to see the countryside, and 
meant we could avoid crawling up the steep 
slopes ourselves. There could not have been a 
better remedy to soothe away the shop-soiled 
feeling of long-haul flights and jetlag. 

This is the beginning of film-set style sur¬ 
roundings which leave visitors with a huge 
smile - and stopping every two minutes to 
take photos.

Moab, the small town where raft operator 


Sheri Griffiths is based, attracts hoards of 
active types all through the summer and has a 
sprinkling of shops, bars and restaurants 
which cater for the crowds. 

Once you’ve finished soaking up the atmos¬ 
phere around Moab, a more relaxed river 
expedition awaits on the San Juan River, leav¬ 
ing from Bluff. 

The archaeological trip will see your guide 
explain the spectacular geology of the sur¬ 
rounding area, with stops to see ancient paint¬ 
ings and ruins on the way. 

However, both the boat trips come with a 
health warning: in the sun they would be 
fantastic (with all usual precautions in place), 


but in autumnal rain it gets cold, so bring 
waterproofs and warm clothes to avoid 
grumpy faces. 

The rafting in particular will get you com¬ 
pletely, utterly and absolutely soaked, even 
through the splash suits provided. 

Coming back to urban surroundings, Salt 
Lake City is a pleasant and nicely laid-out 
town, with chances for fine dining and a night 
out in a bar, as well as good shopping during 
the day. 

So when you plan your next holiday, give 
Utah a chance - you’ll come back fully 
refreshed and fired up with a new enthusiasm 
for the outdoors.

Now agents claim 
there's four buyers 
for every house 

THERE are four house-hunters for 
every property for sale, according to 
estate agents who have analysed recent 
property trends. 

Demand for property is rising faster 
than supply, with the number of house- 
hunters registered with estate agents 
increasing from 265 in April to 299 in 
May But the average branch has fallen 
to 69 properties for sale in May, from 76 
in April. 

Gary Smith, president of the National 
Association of Estate Agents said: 
“NAEA members are showing that there 
are buyers a-plenty out there. 

“More often than not these are also 
potential sellers who are at the begin¬ 
ning of the process - so there is bound to 
be a lag which creates a shortage of 
properties in the short term. 

Significant 

“With mortgage interest rates at his¬ 
torically low levels and prices now far 
more realistic than in previous years, 
home ownership in the UK seems to be 
set to lead the way out of the recession.” 

Buyers are still able to negotiate a dis¬ 
count, however, with the average selling 
price 6.3 per cent below the actual ask¬ 
ing price. 

The survey also found the number of 
first time buyers increased to 43 per cent 
in May - a significant increase on last 
month’s 23 per cent.

AVERAGE prices of new homes on 
the market have fallen for the first 
time in five months, according to a 
leading property company. 

Despite several surveys suggesting house 
prices were set to rise during May, new sellers 
are still hesitant and the average asking price 
fell by 0.4 per cent over the last month to 
£226,436. 

Rightmove has identified trends in property 
prices which are reflected in the desirability of 
what is on offer. 

Miles Shipside, the company’s commercial 
director, said: “It’s a mistake to confuse the 
upturn in enquiries and sales with a return to 
a more normal market. 

“As the best deals on property and mort¬ 
gages are only open to the equity-rich, the new 
stock that agents are looking to attract has to 
match what these purchasers want to buy and 
can afford. 

“Perennially popular areas with good school¬ 
ing are in, while flats in large blocks and 
terraces requiring major works are out, mean¬ 
ing new sellers are having to adjust prices 
accordingly.” 

Although there has been a ten per cent rise 
in new sellers over the last three months, 
there is still a shortage of houses coming on to 
the market. 

Rightmove also said that a north-south 
divide is beginning to grow in housing prices. 

The number of new sellers in the southern 
regions of the UK are down by 45.3 per cent on 
the same period in 2008, while the rest of 
England and Wales has seen only a 40.1 per 
cent fall. A combination of lenders’ risk bias 
towards southern deposit-rich buyers and less 


fresh saleable stock would therefore suggest a 
speedier price recovery in the South, 
Rightmove added. 

But although equity-rich buyers are snap¬ 
ping up properties, a large sector of the 


market is still being sidelined. 

Mr Shipside said: “Property deals appear 
within the grasp of cash-strapped first-time 
buyers, but every rise in fixed rates frustrat- 
ingly nudges them a bit further out of reach.”

Greener plant grows 
greener Prius hybrid 


TOYOTA launches an all-new, greener 
and more futuristic Prius on August 1 
produced by a ‘green’ factory. 

The petrol-electric hybrid is built in 
Japan at one of five Toyota global Eco- 
Factories designed to minimise environ¬ 
mental impact through energy saving, 
waste management and recycling. 

Just as the new Prius (from £18,370) 
can use solar energy to cool its cabin 
when parked, half of the Tsutsumi plant’s 
electricity comes from solar panels, while 
sunlight ducts boost interior lighting. 



...and BMW launches 
greenest ever 3-Series 


BMW has announced its most fuel-effi¬ 
cient and cleanest BMW 3-Series ever, 
attracting just £35/year road tax. 

The new BMW 316d ES Saloon - on sale 
in September from £23,330 - features a 
116bhp l,995cc four-cylinder diesel offer¬ 
ing 0-62mph of 10.9 seconds and an official 
62.8mpg on the combined cycle with C02 
emissions of just 118g/km, helped by a 
six-speed manual gearbox and the green 
technologies of BMW’s EfficientDynamics 
package including Stop-Start and energy 
recovery from braking. 



Hyundai ships come in 


AMBITIOUS Korean brand Hyundai 
will upset the motor industry establish¬ 
ment when June UK registration figures 
are announced. 

It has embraced the Government-spon¬ 
sored Scrappage scheme enthusiastical¬ 
ly, promoting the ilO city car in particular 
- it sells from £4,995 through Scrappage. 

Hyundai has sold 11,500 cars under 
the scheme and started a major opera¬ 
tion in which four car ships will unload 
5,100 cars in four weeks. 

The first has just landed 1,100 ilOs 
and this model is tipped to storm the UK 
top 10 seller list for June. 


HAVING done much to push diesel 
power, Volkswagen is now putting 
weight behind a return to petrol. 

And it is using twin forces behind the diesel 
boom - direct injection of fuel plus turbocharg¬ 
ing. The latter is nothing new, of course, but 
VW is now using it to boost small and relative¬ 
ly puny engines when needed, without harm¬ 
ing overall fuel consumption and emissions. 

It is also the perfect partner to VW’s new 
generation direct injection technology, which 
will surely revolutionise the petrol engine in 
the same way that common rail direct injec¬ 
tion transformed the diesel. 

‘DI’ boosts compression, efficiency and pulling 
power, again without damaging the green cre¬ 
dentials of the engine, while giving our VW Golf 
SE 1.4 TSI five-door (£16,520) test car all the 
sportiness most owners will ever desire. 

With 120bhp on tap, it seemed to skip along 
and bowl around comers. The diesel equiva¬ 
lents output feels just as quick in the straight 
ahead, but the heavier engine shows up on 
the bends and undoubtedly wears tyres and 
front end bits more significantly.

The latest Golf carries over the excellent 
chassis from the previous model, which has 
allowed VW to apportion more interior budget 
this time, shown in high quality, improved 
seating, excellent yet lightweight sound insu¬ 
lation and superb ergonomics.

Business as usual despite 
Invicta financial turmoil

FOLKESTONE Invicta manager 
Neil Cugley will attempt to main¬ 
tain a sense of normality when pre¬ 
season training begins tomorrow 
despite the threat of administra¬ 
tion hanging over the club. 

The Seasiders’ board were expected to decide 
to take the club into the special measures last 
night after failing to raise new investment for 
the coming season. 

Cugley’s squad will reassemble for the first 
time since April on Thursday as they begin 
their preparations for the new season in 
August. 

The Invicta boss told Yourshepway he would 
carry on as usual despite the uncertainty. 

Impact 

He said: “All I’m concentrating on is getting 
the squad ready. Unless I’m told otherwise I’ll 
get on with training. 

“The players don’t really get involved in 
things like this, they just want to get together 
and play. Hopefully it will all get sorted out 
and we can kick on from what we achieved 
last season.” 

Administration is unlikely to have a huge 
impact on the playing squad for the moment. 

The contracts of the eight players signed up 
to the club do not start until August and would 
still be honoured, while none of the others 
have raised concerns with Cugley about the 
future of the club. 

One implication of the financial worries is 
the breakdown of talks between Cugley and 
transfer targets, which the Cheriton Road boss 
admits is frustrating. 

He said: “I was talking to players but they 
are not going to come if they don’t know what’s 
going on at the club. Players want a bit of secu¬ 
rity, it’s disappointing as a manager but there’s 
nothing much I can do about it.” 

The problems have not affected the signings 
made so far this summer, with Sam Marsh 
and Michael Yianni expected to join up with

Parmenter is disappointed his side will 
not feature on the box next season, but 
insisted the Setanta collapse will not affect 
the running of the club. 

He told Yourdover: “Obviously we are dis¬ 
appointed by Setanta’s collapse. It would 
have been nice to have had a couple of games 
on television and to be part of the deal. 

Not budgeted 

“The year after we were relegated from 
the Conference the first television deal 
came in and the year we come back into the 
Conference the deal has ended. 

“However, we had not budgeted for the 
money from Setanta, so it would have been 
a bonus anyway. It shouldn’t affect us.” 

Parmenter is content with the progress 
the club have made as the start of the Blue 
Square South season draws nearer. He 
believes Athletic will be in a position to 
announce more new additions soon. 

He said: “I am happy with how pre-season 
has gone so far. Season ticket sales are up 20 
per cent on last year and we already have 18 
players signed up and ready to go. 

“I think we will have a couple more addi¬ 
tions to the squad in the coming weeks.”
